'hem, gain th?ir results. The idea of 
one Closing Day had been brduffht up 
3t meetin;,'S of the Lions Club for 
years but nothing had been dono 
about it. Finally, it was decided to 
sponsor the movement and appoint a 
committee to learn what could be 
done. Cards were sent to the business 
and professional men asking them 
what day they would prefer to close, 
if at all, and stating that there was 
nothing compulsory about their clos- 
ing. Twenty-six replies favored Wed- 
nesday, one preferred Tuesday and 
three did not want to close. Wednes- 
day was then selected for general 
closing.

Diteaae Rates Spurt in 

Europe; Fear Epidemtcg 

.WASHINGTON. — Diaeasa rates 
are so rampant in wartime Europe 
that it is feared epidemics may 
occur far eclipsing those after the 
First World war. 

"In several ways the outlook is 
darker than in HU8," said a report 
issued by the Epidemiological In- 
formation service of the United No- 
tions relief and rehabilitation ad- 
ministration. 

Housing and sanitation facilities 
promise to be far worse with great- 
er floating populations, the study 
pointed out. 

Typhus was cited as the most di- 
rect threat. In Germany alone, 
■where typhus formerly wns unknown, 
the report said there were more 
\han 5.000 cases in ID43. 

"Apart from the menace of ty- 
phus," the reptirt said, "the most 
significant fact of the epidemic situ- 
ation is thnt tlie incidence of all the 
common 'infectious diseases has 
doubled or Irobled in tlint part nf 
Europe for which statistics arc 
available."
